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The Advertiſement to the Remarks cenſures the Vin- 


dicator of Governor Parr as ** an officious and deteſt- 


able obtruder of the private diſputes of individuals 
on the public, and of wantonly /endeavouring to de- 
* fame a number of innocent and reputable perſons.” 
I have read thoſe pamphlets with due attention, and give 
it as my opinion, firſt, that the diſpute between the 
Fifty. five moſt reſpectable characters and Governor 
Parr was not of a private nature after April 7, 1784.
